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RUSSIANS ARE STI
BEING FORGED BACK

Berlin Reports That Austro-
Germans ‘Are Taking One
Position After Another.

(Special to The Argus.)

Berlin, via London.—Advices from
the Gallelan front continue to be ex.
tremely favorable to the Austro-Ger
mans. According to a dispatch from
the Austrian headquarters the Rus
alans are being mapeuvered out of one
position after another and are in full
rotreat from Modyka, east of Przem-
yal. It ls considered doubtful if they
will be able to make & stand at Mos:
cinka,

The line of the lakes running north
and wsouth through Grodek, which
would be the next natural line of de-
fense, is being takem on the flank by
the Austro-German sdvance from the
south, If this army forces a passage
of the Dnlester, the Grodek line may
be untenable, In which case the Rus-
slana might have great difficuity in re-
talning Lemberg.

Desperate Russian attempts to re
lleve the situation in the center by at-
tacks on both wings have been frult
less, according to the German reports,

A dispatch from Csernowits, capital
of Bukowina, says the Russians to the
enst and northeast of that city are
rotreating.

A oolossal battle, unmurpassed in
desporatjon, s now raging along vir
tually the entire Galician front, with
the Austro-Germans continuing thelr
dogged attacks with bayonet, rifle.and
hundreds of cannon of all calibers,

Irrigation Results in Eastern Oregon

By E. M. Greig, Vice-President Ontario-Nyssa Irrigation Company
Published in Orchard and Farm

About five years ago the first elec-
tric pumping plant was installed in
Malheur ecounty, Eastern Oregon.
Since that time not less than 100
plants have been put in operation
within 25 miles of Ontario, Malheur
county, and there is at least 50.000'
acres now being watered by pumping
plants using electric power. There in
still about 50,000 acres of land in the
same district that is under the 126
foot life that is expected to be water-
ed within the next few years by pump-
ing.

Three rivers flow through the east-
ern part of Malheur county, l.ho!
Snake, Owyhee and Malhour, and all
of these streams are used for pump—'
ing. At low water the Snake river|
furpishes some 6,000 second feet at
Ontario, and practically 4,000 second
feet is now going to waste so far as
irrigation of lands is concerned, so
that a great abundance of water is
found here for future use for pump-

by the pumping method, there are
about 50,000 acres within 25 miles of
Ontario watered by gravity., The
maintenance charge under the gravity
ditches is usually $1 per acre for a
season of six to severt monthe, The
usual amount of water given is one
miners inch per acre, which is about
double the water necessary, but as
these ditches were built twenty years
ago, when the average irrigator
thought he could not do with less this
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ors, but this was due to the commence-

ment of the war in Europe and a big
Eastern crop.
A D0-acre prune orchard has been

netting the owners about §$2560 per
acre for the last four years. These
prunes are shipped green to New
York City and it is claimed by some
of the fruit men there that green
prunes from this section hold up bet-
ter than any prune received on the
market.

Corn is another big crop raised here
and probably 10,000 acres are planted
to this crop this year. Last yvenr 20
men in two districta in this valley en-
tered into n corn contest. They av-
eraged 14 acres of corn to the man,
and nine raised from 102 to 121 bush-
els. This year there is five times as
much corn planted as last season.
Silos are going up on many farms
and 15 to 20 tons to the acre can be
raised for silo purposes.

Allles Make Gain on Turkish Front

ing. There are electric power lines
all through this valley and with the
power plants now under construetion
60,000 horse-power can be generated,
For an irrigation season of six months
the price of power is from $18 to $26
per horse power, owing to the amount
used.

One of the largest pumping plants
using electricty in this section is the
Ontario-Nyssa Irrigation Company
plant. This is a co-operative lyw.
anly land owners holding stock, and
6,400 acres are now being watered
by this company. The water is pump-
¢d from Snake river through a five-
foot pipe line 6,700 feet to a point
108 feet above the river, thence it
flows by gravity for 22 miles, -m
ing the land along the canal for
entire distance. The Ontario-Nyssa
Company uses 1,100 horse-power and
furnishes three acres feet of water
per season for each ucre under the sys-
tem. This plant was installed in 1912,
at which time every acre of the 0,400
was in sagebrush. Today practically
all of this land is now in cultivation,
and producing crops of alfalfa, fruit,
corn and grain. The cost of putting
in this irrigation system was $16 per

acre, The maintenance charge was
about $3.50 per acre.

amount, it was incorporated in the
stock that they wers to have'one inch
of water, and they still get this am-
ount, although much of it is allowed
to go to waste.

The Snake River Valley at Ontario

is about 2,100 feet above sea level and
almost any crop grown in the temper-
ute zone can be found here. There
are peach, apricol, pear, apple, prune
orchards here. In this immediate vi-
cinity there are probably 20,000 acres
in orchards, the most profitable and
greatest acreage being in apples and
prunes. Some of our apple orchards
have: yielded wonderful crops every
year, and until this year have made
big money for the owners. The past
season the prices were low and but
little returns were made to the grow-

here. There are probably 60,000 ac-
res in this crop in the district around
Ontario. An average crop here is
from 6 to B tons from three cuttings.
From 1156 acres J. W, Josseo, who lives
a few miles south of Ontario, cut 1,-
130 tons of measured hay from three
cuttings, an average of about 10 tons
to the acre. For cow feed we cut four
times each season, but for stock feed-
ing three times is considered best.

Wheat, oats, barley, all kinds of
vegetables and P."'rlu are grown in
this valley. The average farm here
is now Dbeing diversified. You will
usually -find a .small orchard, a few
acres in corn, and the balance in alfal.
fa or elover. Stock raising and duiry-
ing are going the big business
here, outside of fruit, and with al.
falfa to grow the frame and corn to
finish with, we have the ideal home
for the stockman, dalryman, or hog
raiger, So far Malheur county has
never had a case of hog cholera, al-
though they have been shipping pork.
ors from here for many years.

Washington.—President Wilson and
his cabinet agreed on the draft of the
second note to Germany, demanding,
in effect, an adbherence by that nation
to the humane principles of interna.
tional law In the conduct of maritime
warfare as affecting neutrals,

The principle is fixed and unaltera.
ble that the United States must know
definitely and promptly whether
Germany intends to ignore visitand-
search rights and continue her prac-
tice of torpedoing vessels without
warning, placing the lives of non-com-
batants in jeopardy, or whether rules
of maritime warfare which bhave gov-
orned for centuries will be followed.

The note sets aside as irrelevant all
the contentions of the German reply,
except one—whether the Lusitania
was armed-—and restates the position
taken by the United Statea previously,
that the Lusitania, after officlal Inves-
tigation by competent inapectors, sail.
el from an American port with mo
guns aboard, either mounted or un-
mounted, It further ealls Germany's
attention to the fact that the Lusitan.
In did not attempt any resistance, be
ing torpedoed without & moment's
warning.

In view of the fact that the people
of Malheur county are beginning to
renlize the marvelous opportunities
that are beivy offered them ir dairy
farming, we think it altogether fit-
ting that we publish an account of
what one man s doing,

This man is Mr. W, L. Gibson, lo«
ented on 180 pere ranch land one half
mile west of Nyssa, 20 acres of which
b duvoted to an orchard and the re
mainder used for pasture and the rais-
ing of farm ecrops. Mr. Gibgon has
renlized that in order to be successful
in the dairy work, certain principles
must be followed and certain equip-
ment I8 necessary.

lv this ago of modern inventions
in order to be suecessful in any line
of work the modern applinnces must
he used., Two of these Inventions
which ure essential to the dairy wre
the »i'o and the electric milking ma-
chine, Realizing this Mr. Gibson hus
installed both inte his dairy equip-
ment., The model silo that is used by
My, Gibson is made of wood, is 16
feol in dinmeter, 32 feet above ground
and 10 below, It has a capacity of
Ki04 cabie feet or approximately 200
tons of ensiluge. It requires about 14
hours to fill it, using & Smally alfal-

future.

Mr. Gibson sells all his milk at the
cheese factory ut Nyssa ond feeds the
whey to the pigs, thus escaping any
possible He has 260 Poland
China hogs, all subject to registration,
They are of the Royston stock., He
has 10 brood sows and will have 45
shoats ready to market in July.

Mr, Gibson raises ull of his own
feed, thereby eliminating the unnee-
ensury oxpense of boughten feed. Of
the 180 acres, 66 are devoted to alfal-
fa, 64 acres to corn, 20 wcres to ors
chard, 9 acres to potatoes, as well
us numerous corrals, yards, ete., and
four b-ucre pastures, two being in
alfulfa and the remaining two in blue-
grass and white clover, planted equaul
PArLs,

The orchard is composed entirely
of apples, one third Johnathans, one
third Rome Beauties, one sixth Wine-
saps and one sixth Ganoes. All aro®
five years old and are bearing pro-
fusely, The orchard is planted in
corn which s used for ensilage, for
winter feed for the cows. Mr. Gib-
son has also five wcres of thirteen
year old black locusts, which he uses
for fence posts, wood and various oth-
er things, He uses a 356 horse power

loss,

fa cutter, The milker is u Heinway
machine and works on what is known
as the “eall way" system, that is,
the sume suction is applied by the ma-
chine as is used nugurally by the calf,
At the present time Mr, Gibson has
the equipment for milking two cows
at & time only, but expects to pur-
¢ use more in the near future.

Mr. Gibson's dairy herd consists of
46 pure bred Holstein cows, all linble
Lo registration although none are re-
pistered. This herd came from Fort
Atkinson, Wisconsin, which Is located
arquarter of u mile from the famous
Governor Hurd furm known as “the
home of the Holstein."” Twenty five
are giving milk at the present time
and some will be fresh in the near

coal oil tractor for plowing the soil,
{thus greatly reducing the time und
expense required for that operation.
He uses the pressure waler system
in his home and for wutering the
‘stock.

In conclusion we might alse add
that Mr. Gibson settled on the land
14 years ago, removed the sage brush
by hand and has transformed it into
one of the most valuable ranches in
this section of the country. This
merely goes to show what one can ac«
complish when he is determined to do
a thing.
